Selections is offered herewith for the approval of the 

Holstein public. We doubt if ever before there have 
been so many logical contenders for highest honors 
throughout the list, and the average quality of both All- 
Americans and Reserves is very pleasing. 

The Selection Committee this year consisted of Mr. 
W. S. Moscrip, judge at the National Dairy Show; Mr. 
Axel Hansen, judge at the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, 
Prof. M. H. Campbell of Vermont, judge at Eastern States 
Exposition; and Prof. C. S. Rhode of Illinois, judge at the 
Pacific International Live Stock Exposition, with the Editor 
of the World as an ex-officio member. They have devoted 
much time and conscientious effort to the consideration of 
these selections and the final result has received a un- 
animous O K from the whole committee. Compromises 
were necessary in a few classes, where individual placings 
back in the shows had conflicted, but a broad spirit was 
manifested in line with the views of the majority. In other 
words, there is no dissenting minority report. 

Distribution 

Ten owners, located in six states and two provinces of 
Canada, received the fifteen All-American awards, and the 
fifteen Reserve places went to 8 owners in 4 states and 
three Canadian provinces, Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill- 
inois, following their highly successful season, are well out 
in front with four All-Americans and five Reserves. Mount 
Victoria Farms, Hudson Heights, Quebec, has two All- 
Americans and one Reserve; Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, 
Wis., two All-Americans, the other seven going one in a 
place. Among these single winners, Maytag Dairy Farms, 
Newton, Iowa, has also three Reserves; Carnation Milk 
Farms, Seattle, Wash., two Reserves, and J. M. Fraser, 
Streetsville, Ont., one Reserve. The complete ownership 
record appears on the preceding page. Especially pleasing 
was the large proportion of the top exhibits that were bred 
by exhibitor. Of the All-Americans, thirteen, or all but 
two, were bred by exhibitor, and twelve of the Reserves 
were in this category—the greatest showing in this respect 
since the All-American idea was started in 1922. 

All-American Inheritance 

Especially pleasing, in going through the list, is the 
large number of All-Americans and Reserves that were 
sired by or out of previous All-American animals. The 
total of All-Americans to which this statement applies is 
ten out of the fifteen and five of the Reserve, or altogether 
fifteen of the thirty awards. 

Records 

Production records of the winning animals again are 
highly satisfactory. The All-American aged cow, Montvfc 
Rag Apple Bonheur, following her junior two-year-old rec- 
ord of 725 lbs. fat, has recently completed a four-year-old 
record of 799 lbs. fat in 10 months on three-time milking— 
exceeding any similar record in the U. S. at this age. The 
three-year-old All-American, Dunloggin Elenora, was not 
tested as a two-year-old but is running this year as a three- 
year-old and is starting out wonderfully. The All-Ameri- 
can Two-Year-Old is on test, and was milking close to 70 
lbs. a day on the show circuit. Following is individual 
comment on the selections as made in each class. 


The Aged Bulls 

One of the high points of interest this year was the 
meeting in actual competition of the two bulls that have 
been All-American Aged Bull and Reserve for the preced- 
ing three years. Carnation Matador Masterpiece, Reserve 
winner in 1931-32-33 and 34, came back into Eastern com- 
petition this year for the first time in aged form. Man-O- 
War 30th had topped him in the long range comparisons, 
having faced much stronger competition in each of the 
first three seasons. Twice these two great bulls met dur- 
the past season. The first meeting was at Waterloo, and 
Man-O-War 30th, in wonderful bloom, received the call over 
Masterpiece, who appeared tired and spiritless after his 
long train ride from Seattle. With ten more days to 
recuperate, the situation at the National was plainly re- 
versed, and on the basis of his National showing, Carnation 
Matador Masterpiece, was unanimously chosen by the 
committee as Aged Bull of the year, with Man-O-War 30th 
in the Reserve position. Masterpiece is a very worthy suc- 
_ cessor in the line of All-Americans which since 1925 has in- 
cluded only Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, (twice) Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Hengerveld (4 times), DeCreamCo Calamity Posch

western Canada, and Hays’ Sensation, Royal winner. 

Two-Year-Old Bulls 

Towering above the field, as he did last year in the 
yearling class, was Wimbledon Dean Marathon, an u.- 
defeated winner in class. He easily rates with the great- 
est two-year-olds of all time show ring history.

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The 1935 Show Season 


HE season of 1935 was.a good one for most of the 
T ieaaing fairs. Attendance was excellent and general 

interest underwent a noticeable revival. The quality 
of the Holstein exhibits was well maintained, though 
numbers on the whole were somewhat less than for the 
preceding year—perhaps at 10% falling off on the aver- 
age. Most important show development of the year was 
the resumption of the National Dairy Show at St. Louis, 
following a suspension since 1931. C. L. Burlingham 
made his debut as manager, and was successful in creat- 
ing a friendly atmosphere which has never been char- 
acteristic of earlier Nationals. The show was not overly 
large in numbers, but along with the Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress, presented a line-up of quality that has 
seldom been equalled. 


Biggest show of the year in numbers was the Can- 
adian National Exhibition, where 250 Holsteins were on 
parade. Biggest state fair shows in the U. S., were New 
York with 205 and Wisconsin with an even 200, Ohio 
being close behind with 183. Waterloo had 177 in the 
open classes with 115 entries in the Holstein 4-H club 
show, being the largest of the regional National 


absent this year, was down to 158 head, but with no lack 
of top quality. 

Details with comparisons of earlier years are given 
for a number of the leading shows for which figures are 
available: 

From our observation, it is evident that there is no 
slackening of interest in the show ring on the part of 
breeders, nor falling off in appreciation of its value. 
Not all shows, however, have modernized their require- 
ments for entry with respect to matters of health of 
animals, and such shows are experiencing a falling off 
in their patronage. Breeders with clean herds are 
rightly demanding every protection from the hazards of 
infection at the shows. The trend in direction is very 
clear. 

An interesting development during the year was the 
inauguration of a series of Black and White Days in 
Kansas, along the lines that have proven so successful 
and popular in the Rocky Mountain region for some 
years. These are community shows, with the cattle 
brought in from the farms in the morning, judged and 
returned home that same evening. These shows have

Important Board Action 


TTENTION of our readers is directed to the some- 
A what detailed report of the winter meeting of the 

Board of Directors of the National Association, 
appearing on another page of this issue. There is much 
there of special interest on several points of Association 
policy. 

The Board spent two full days in session and con- 
sidered many aspects of the business and discussed plans 
and programs for its promotion and improvement, but the 
big job of the session was to adopt a budget for 1936 ac- 
tivities. 

There was general agreement by the Directors that the 
time had come to plan a balanced budget. Not since 1929 
has the Association operated “in the black,” deficits for the 
six years totalling about $150,000. This is not as serious 
as it sounds, because it simply means that during the years 
of the depression, the Association has been spending more 
for promotional activities than it has currently been col- 
lecting in fees. The money for this effort has come from 
a Reserve Fund that was set up in earlier years for the 
express purpose of making it possible for the Association 
to carry on its activities during lean years. The Reserve 
Fund was ample for the purpose, and still contains liquid 
assets in sufficient amount to carry on for six more years 
the same way if necessary. Fees have been reduced to 
lighten the burden for the individual breeder, yet service 
activities have been maintained and increased. If this 
Association was a business organized for profit, there 
might be ground for criticism of these yearly deficits, but 
the real loss to the membership and the industry would 
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have come from retrenchment in activities and service to 
a point that would have meant a cash profit to the or. 
ganization at the expense of service to its members. Sin- 
cere effort was made, of course, to see that every dollar 
expended was spent prudently and returned its full value 
to the industry. 

The Directors now feel that with cattle prices double 
the low point of the depression, prices of dairy products so 
greatly improved, and the trade so much more active, it 
is time to bring the expenditures and earnings into sub- 
stantial balance for 1936, and hold the remainder of the 
Reserve Fund intact as insurance against future con- 
tingencies. The World agrees entirely with this genera] 
theory. 

We subscribe also to the proposition that this balanc- 
ing process should not be brought about through a re. 
duction in the services and promotional activities of the 
Association, but that they should be maintained by means 
of a restoration of higher fees, which are in general far 
below the scale charged by other herd book associations 
for similar services, and in many cases lower than our 
Association charged in earlier years. 

The Board voted unanimously to recommend to the 
next convention that a flat increase of 50 cents on each 
transfer be made effective thereafter. This requires a 
by-law amendment and a vote by the convention. It is a 
conservative increase, still far below the old rate in many 
of the brackets, and should be approved. Each transfer 
application is predicated on a sale and increased revenue 
from that source is more logical and also easier to pay, 
than would be an increase in registration fees. The latter 
was discussed, but no recommendation agreed upon to 
come from the Board. 

The by-laws provide that rules for the Advanced Regis- 
try Department shall be made by the Board of Directors. 
The Board, therefore, set out to find a means of reducing 
the $44,000 deficit shown by this department. The tradi- 
tional policy of this Association has always been to en- 
courage the work of testing our cattle for production by 
absorbing the costs of recording and publishing the rec- 
ords; in fact, for many years this work in addition was 
subsidized by prize money for the largest records each 
year. This was on the theory that such records were a 
distinct contribution to the advancement and popularizing 
of the breed, and so they were. 

Today, without question, the men who are Carrying on 
test work, are very largely doing it primarily for the 
benefits they derive from it in their own herds. For A. 
R. records for several years past, owners have been pay- 
ing a fee of $2 per cow. The Herd Improvement Regis- 
try has collected a flat fee of $2 per herd, and sup'plied to 
each herd owner a copy of the Red Book, which cost more 
to publish than the fee paid. Herd Testing has increased 
during the past year by over 50%, now totalling over 12- 
800 cows in 448 herds, and the cost of recording and pub- 
lishing these records in such large and increasing num- 
bers presents a very serious problem. 

After lengthy discussion, it was decided to charge a fee 
of 50 cents per cow (with a $5 minimum per herd). This 
does not cover the actual cost, but it does help to balance 
the budget, and if these records are worth anything above 
C T A records—and breeders who are using them know 
that they are; in fact they have substantially the same 
standing in the public mind as A R records—-they are 
worth 50 cents per cow. Some of the Directors fear the 
effect will be to kill the Herd Test, but if breeders do not 
value the record to that extent, perhaps the department 
should not be maintained. 


With less trepidation, the Board voted to double the 
A. R. fee, charging $2 to start a cow on test, and an addi- 
tional $2 fee upon acceptance of the record. This we 
understand will apply only to records starting hereafter, 
and thus will not bring in a large amount of income 
during 1936. Even with this increase, it is below the level 
of fees charged by other Associations. The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, for example, charges a fee of $5, 
and another $5 upon acceptance of the record, a total of 
$10, and $1.00 per cow in their Herd Test. In fact, they 
make their A. R. department completely self-supportins. 


In the light of the actual costs involved to the Asso 
ciation and the charges other associations are making for 
the same service, as well as the benefits accruing to the 
breeder, we feel sure these new fees in the A. R. and Herd 
Test departments will be cheerfully received by our preed- 
ers, and that the work will go forward without slacken- 
ing. 
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With these changes in fees and an anticipated 5% in- 
crease in volume of applications in the Secretary’s office, 
which seems like a reasonable expectation as a result of 
improved demand for our cattle, the expense budget of 
$210,856 approved, was slightly better than balanced by 
the expected receipts. It provides some $40,000 for Ex- 
tension Service activities, as well as some $14,000 for milk 
marketing work, and a continuation of Dr. Heizer’s breed- 
ing school program, which is registering so strongly with 
the breeders. 

We feel very optimistic about the outlook for the Hol- 
stein business in 1986, a feeling that is strengthened by 
the constructive action taken by the Directors regarding 
the affairs and business of our Association. 


The All-American Awards 


HE fourteenth annual presentation of the All-Ameri- 
[can Show Ring Awards is given as the leading fea- 

ture of this issue. We take much pride and satisfac- 
tion in this institution. Last year, the question was raised 
as to whether or not the All-American idea should be con- 
tinued. So rousing was the response in rallying to its de- 
fense, and so broad the apparent desire of our readers that 
it be continued, that we could not do otherwise than obey 
their mandate. 

The committee this year has labored long and earn- 
estly. There were many problems to iron out because of 
the strength of the competition and some compromises 
were necessary as between the views of committeemen 
who had placed certain animals different ways at various 
times during the season. A very splendid spirit of abiding 
by and supporting the judgment of the majority of the 
Committee has been manifested, with final results that we 
present with pride for public approval. 

May we take this opportunity to thank publicly Messrs. 
Hansen, Moscrip, Campbell and Rhode for the work they 
have done in behalf of the breed in this connection.

formerly of Idaho, now in charge of Dairy Husbandry at 
Kansas. 

Director W. S. Moscrip reported on Score Card re- 
vision as recommended by a joint committee from the 
American and Canadian Associations. The suggested 
changes, principally clarifying in language, but allotting 
20 instead of 14 points for udder, was approved. 

Dr. O. E. Reed, Chief of the Bureau of Dairy Industry, 
was introduced and spoke briefly. He is very enthusiastic 
over prospects for far-reaching and monumental results 
from the survey of Germ Plasm now in progress. He feels 
it will be a real contribution to better breeding. He con- 
gratulated our Association on its progress in developing 
the Herd Test and making use of the information it pro- 
vides. 

Many matters of a more or less routine nature were dis- 
posed of by the Board, which made two very full days of 


work, with some special committee work holding over for 
the third day.

3. The inattention on the part of Milk Control Boards 
to the growing use of cream lines as a means of 
soliciting trade. 

4. The establishment by Control Boards of retail 
prices that do not recognize costs to producer, or 
value to consumer of varying percentages of butter- 
fat. 

5. The non-enforcement of prices for different butter- 
fat standards where established. 

6. The advantage when calling attention to the cream 
line by having highly colored milk. 
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7. The amount of butterfat in a bottle of milk is the 
one factor that no attempt is being made to con- 
trol, and its use in soliciting trade has been quite 
naturally greatly increased. 


The Remedy 
It seemed necessary to determine accurately both 
cause and effect before a remedy could be suggested. It 
also seemed necessary to have scientific research behind 
the remedy, and effort has been made along the follow- 
ing lines: 
1. To determine the accuracy of before given _ state- 
ments relating to the cause and effect. 
2. To solicit opinions from and transmit data and 
opinions of above authorities. 


3. To summarize and crystallize the attitude and opinious 
of above authorities. 

4. To sponsor movement to demand scientific standard- 
ization of milk at well equipped and properly super- 
vised plants, together with protection of the con- 
sumers by plainly marking quality. 

5. To establish by milk control regulation and by 
dealers’ cooperation retail prices for the established 
standards of percentage of butterfat. 

6. To present these principles for discussion and ap- 
proval by national health authorities, by the Brook- 
ings Institution, by Public Health Authorities, by 
the Dairy Department of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and by other unbiased national 
and state organizations interested in public health, 
agriculture and economics. 

7. To draft model milk law making possible the 
changes necessary legally to standardize milk in 
properly equipped and supervised plants and to reg- 
ulate sales of the established grades. It must be 
recognized that standardization could easily cause 
greater competition on a butterfat basis causing 
market wars, of which some part of the cost always 
falls on producers, and that standardization will be 
to the advantage of the industry as a whole only 
if it can be surrounded with restrictions which will 
decrease rather than increase competition on a but- 
terfat basis. These restrictions should be flexible 
to best suit each marketing area, and should legal- 
ize standardization at properly equipped and super- 
vised plants and only at specified grades marked as 
to quality, points of butterfat and permit cap mark- 
ing only of such specified percentage of butterfat. 
In drafting a law it is necessary first to solicit opin- 

ions of dairy chemists and health officials to be followed 

by criticism and suggestions from organized producer 
groups, the milk distributors, the regulating agencies 
and competent legal authorities. 


In order to put this program across it will be neces- 
sary to carry on considerable educational work among 
producers. This should be carried on largely through 
the extension department of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation. Producers must be made to see that artificial 
(Class 1) prices which have no relation to cost of pro- 
duction or to the prices that are paid for fluid milk at 
evaporators, are not in the long run helpful to the pro- 
ducers. Evaporated milk is the real competitor for fluid 
milk markets, and there must be a relationship between 
the prices paid for fluid milk delivered to the evapor- 
ators and the prices paid by dealers for fluid milk, the 
difference between the two being the cost of any addi- 
tional expense the producers may be subjected to in 
order to meet the requirements of the fluid market. On 
the other hand, if there is to be this price relationship 
between Class 1 and evaporated milk, distributors and 
producers must direct their attention to the maintenance 
of prices of basic dairy products at a level that fairly 
reflects the cost of producing them. The educational 
work to inform the producers of the real problems and 
to inform them of the work being done by associations 
to bring about better conditions should be carried on 
through the extension department of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association. 


There must also be direct contacts with the legis- 
lators, milk marketing authorities and health officials 
of several states. The milk marketing specialist, public 
relations official or legislative representative (whatever 
you wish to call him), should give this service. He 
should help in outlining educational work of the exten- 
sion department also. There is a growing tendency on 
the part of distributors to demand higher fat milk of

A series of circumstances not quite 
within my control has made it ex- 
tremely difficult for me to get out ma- 
terial for this department. I want to 
assure our readers that I have not 
lost my interest or enthusiasm for the 
product of the Holstein cow, which 
has always been good since I realized 
the purpose of this great dairy ani- 
mal, but since the 50th anniversary 
of the Association for promoting this 
breed held last June in Seattle, I have 
been keener than ever in doing what 
little I can to assist in exploiting her 
and her universally superior milk. 


There probably hasn't been a day 
that I haven’t thought of our Seattle 
meeting when that climaxing Conven- 
tion day gave us the right to expect 
that something really great in the 
interest of our breed’s product was 
to commence soon. And it did com- 
mence as near immediately thereafter 
as such a momentuous undertaking 
could be started. Now Glory be, it 
has been my honor and good fortune 
to see and read the draft of the report 
on this very important matter which 
was to be considered Saturday, No- 
vember 30th last, by the Board of Di- 
rectors at their meeting in Chicago. 
This report is the culmination of the 
work and studies of Hon. Charles H. 
Baldwin, former Commissioner of 
Agriculture of the State of New York, 
assisted in several instances by Di- 
rector Noyes. 


As the report was made to the 
Board of Directors, I am not privi- 
leged to comment upon it at this 
time; but I can say that it is complete 
in every detail and evidences a 
thorough, conscientious study and in- 
terpretation of the many complicated 
subjects that preceed the final analy- 
sis of the causes and remedy for the 
ills that we seek. The report is so 
capably phrased that the sequential 
importance of Mr. Baldwin’s investi- 
gations and findings should meet with 
hearty commendation and approval of 
the entire Board of Directors and the 
membership of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America when they 
read and study it. When the Board 
makes public Mr. Baldwin’s report, I 
am certain that those who had ex- 
pressed at several previous conven- 
tions, that the writer was overfear- 
some when he told many times a 
major number of the very things that 
were happening, or would happen 
ultimately in all Holstein communi- 
ties, will agree that it wasn’t a “state 
of mind” but an expression of facts 
only too rapidly developing. That’s 
that—for now,—except to say that I 
sincerely hope that Mr. Baldwin’s sane 
and wise suggestions be favorably 
accepted by the Board of Directors, 
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and when this important body is 
ready—may it be soon—that they will 
be supported with the best efforts of 
each individual member to aid in put- 
ting the program across. We will be 
in a precarious situation if we don’t 
lend every effort we can to make a go 
of it.

Kenneth Kramer has been a 4-H 
Club member six years and in dairy 
work four years. He too has been 
president of his local club and an 
officer of his county club and for the 
past two years has been farming a 
quarter section of land in cooperation 
with his brother. The Kramer boys 
have their herd entered in Cow Test- 
ing Association work. 

Clinton Sage has been in dairy calf 
club work ten years.

NATIONAL DAIRY COUNCIL 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The sixteenth annual meeting of the 
National Dairy Council was held at 
the Palmer House, Chicago, Wednes- 
day, Dec. 4. It was well attended, 19 
states being represented by the 200 
people who were there. 

The following was the program of 
the day: 

Your Investment in Consumer Edu- 
cation—R. W. Balderston, General 
Manager Research; Basis for Con- 
sumer Education—Ethel Austin Mar- 
tin: Nutritionist Cost and Value of 
Dairy Council Work—Aubyn Chinn;

Mr. Balderston discussed the rela- 
tionship of the Council to other ac- 
tivities of the dairy industry in in-

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creasing Consumption of its products 
and pointed out that the Council did 
not take the place of but supplement- 
ed all similar efforts: the work of the 
Council is basic to all present adver- 
tising and publicity efforts. 

There is a crying need at the pres- 
ent time for educational nutritional 
research, and Mrs. Martin especially 
emphasized the importance of further 
research on such subjects as fresh 
milk for infant feeding and _ the 
amount of milk necessary for growth 
and well-being at various ages. 

Miss Chinn illustrated some of the 
present Council activities and plans 
for the educational program of 1936. 
She drew special attention to the 
splendid progress which is being 
made in the publicity work of Mrs. 
Leonore D. Freeman, a special cam- 
paign with home economics editors 
of the metropolitan newspapers of the 
country being conducted by the Coun- 
cil for the Butter Publicity Commit- 
tee. By means of a graphic chart 
Miss Chinn illustrated the proportion 
of people in a city which are reached 
through regular educational work of 
the Council as developed under the 
unified program, working with: 
Health Departments, Schools, Home 
Economics groups, Home Cooperative 
groups, Industrial groups, Social 
Service and Relief groups, Dairy In- 
dustry in direct consumer contacts, 
Dental profession. 

As illustrative of the types of ap- 
peals which are attractive to adults 
she sited the new approach to women 
using the title ‘Fashions in Foods’. 
“After all the organized women have 
been reached,” said Miss Chinn, 
“there yet remain more than 50% 
which can be reached only through 
indirect means such as newspaper, 
radio, billboard and car card adver- 
tising.” Work of this type must be 
closely integrated with the education. 
al phases of Council work. 

At the close of a dairy luncheon, 
Mr. Munn first presented facts show: 
ing a downward trend in milk produc. 
tion since 1933. With these facts as 
a basis in a stirring appeal he chal- 
lenged the dairy industry not to allow 
other food and beverage groups to 
outstrip them in the competitien for 
the present-day consumer’s dollar. He 
pointed out the great opportunity 
which there is for the industry to 
work through educational means in 
securing as rapidly as possible a con- 
sumption of 4 quarts of milk per day 
per family of five, (part of which may 
be taken in the form of dairy prod- 
ucts). The present average consump- 
tion of fluid milk by such a family is 
only 1% quarts per day. 

A number of dairy leaders heartily 
endorsed Mr. Munn’s challenge at the 
close of his address, and called on 
those present to put the program 
over.

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HOLSTEINS IN WEST CHINA 

Over a decade ago, your paper car- 
ried an announcement, that the first 
purebred Holstein bull, Kaifeng King 
Sylvia Model 415319, had taken the 
long trip from Kaifeng, Honan, to 
Chengtu, Szechuan, to be the pioneer 
yf improvement in a scheme launched 
by the Szechuan Dairy Improvement 
Association at the West China Union 
University. During these years there 
have been many discouraging things 
which have checked the maximum 
progress that ought to have been 
made. We have several epidemics of 
rinderpest and each time this dis- 
ease has struck the herd — well, it 
has simply been awful in its destruc- 
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ilies feeding twenty or thirty cows, 
and a lot of these families or groups 
of milkmen, have introduced our 
grade bulls into their stables and im- 
proved the milk flow. A few have 
used the purebred bull, but they feel 
that if they can get even a little of 
the grade strain into their herd—they 
are making progress. The result is, 
that the Chinese dairymen will tell 
you that they are using ‘foreign 
stock’, even though it is first gener- 
ation improved only. 


The second picture is one of an im- 
proved heifer that has just calved. 
She was in rather poor condition 
when she calved due to the fact that 
she was sick for several weeks last

had during these years. It is inter- 
esting to see the Chinese as they 
come around the campus and express 
surprise at what they see when they 
they see an udder on a heifer animal 
—which is capable of having extract- 
ed twenty pounds of milk, as against 
their own Chinese native cows that 
give seven or eight pounds of milk 
at the most when first fresh. 

As you know, the Tibetans use the 
milk of the Yak in their diet. It has 
occurred to some of the Chinese that 
there ought to be a new field of op- 
portunity in money-making in dairy 
industry, and so we have had sev- 
eral inquiries as to the possibility of 


butter making in Tibet. There are 
lots of problems connected with such 
an adventure, but with an abundance 


tion. However, we feel that it is well 
worth while going ahead to demon- 
strate further the principle of animal 
improvement. When we sold the or- 
iginal bull to the butchers because otf 
old age and crankiness, and most of 
all because he was ineffective as a 
breeder, we decided, as we could not 
collect together enough money to pur- 
chase a purebred bull from abroad, 
that we would do the next best 
thing, and that was purchase a young 
bull from the Culty Dairy in Shang- 
hai. [ am enclosing a picture of the 
young bull that is to carry forward 
the next decade of improvement un- 
der the Holstein flag. 

It may be interesting to readers of 
the World, that, twenty years ago in 
the city of Chengtu, with its popula- 
tion of probably half a million peo- 
ple, that there were about twenty 
Chinese families, mostly Mohamme- 
dans, who sold fresh milk for a living. 
These families would keep no more 
than two or three cows, each cow

producers, some health officers especially in smaller 
cities and villages are encouraging with rules. Care 
must be taken to see that such rules of health officials 
and unsound trade practices imposed upon producers 
by dealers, which we are, in the proposed program, at- 
tempting to remove, are not allowed to become laws. 
Attempts to raise legal standards must be carefully 
watched and opposed. 

After standardization is recognized as a marketing 
rather than a production problem, attention can be 
given to economy of production and the promotion of 
the breed that will best transform rough fodder into 
wholesome milk. It will be easy to prove to the public 
that cream can be purchased most cheaply as cream. It 
will be comparatively easy to get health officials to 
agree that milk carrying a medium percentage of butter- 
fat is most desirable for modifying for infants and fam- 
ily use. The aim should be to produce and market milk 
that will command the greater respect and endorsement 
that evaporated milk now enjoys. 


The State of New York in its advertising campaign 
says: “The one thought that prevents greater use of 
milk by women is the thought that it is fattening.” <A 
lower test will overcome that problem, and health of- 
ficials will promote the use of medium fat milk for giv- 
ing increased strength and growth. The Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association can then stress characteristics of Hol- 
stein cattle—characteristics that can be given to the 
users of Holstein or medium fat milk. 


In the preparation of this program I have endeavored 
to get the best possible thought from health authorities, 
chemists, economists, and authorities on nutrition. This 
report with recommendations is respectfully submitted 
for consideration, with the hope that it will be helpful, 
and it is submitted with a sincere conviction that con- 
ditions warrant the immediate adoption of the best pos- 
sible program that can be evolved. 


The Holstein breed and the fluid mi¥k markets are 


in precarious positions. To let matters drift means de- 
struction. A bold attack at the root of the trouble by 


uniting forces on a sound program is necessary. Force-, 


ful, tactful work by those who carry the responsibility 
should be applied, to the end that the program be ac- 
cepted at the earliest possible date.

There is an old saying that you 
can keep cows or your cows can keep 
you. 


Production, health and _ reproduc- 
tive ability of a herd either “makes” 
or “breaks” a farmer. A herd that 
fulfills these requirements of cows 
that keep you, and numbers from one 
hundred to one hundred and twenty 
five head, is located at Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, and owned by the Mil- 
waukee County House of Correction, 
under the supervision of Inspector 
William H. Monson.

Since that 
time no additional animals have been 
bought with the exception of two herd 
sires. 


Since the Fall of 1924 this herd has 
been in charge of Mr. I. M. Benson. 
It has been his iron bound rule to give 
each and every member of the herd 
the best of care, which was followed 
with a testing program of all milking 
females. The watch-word of the 
Farm is “Good-Care-Test-Weed” How 
well they have fulfilled this program 
is established by the fact that they 
have had sixty calves born through 
the year 1933. 


The whole herd is made up of ani- 
mals of their own breeding, with the 
exception of old “number sixty,” as 
she is known at the farm. Both herd 
sires today used at the farm were 
bred and raised on the farm. The 
senior herd sire is a grandson of old 
“number sixty” (Crawford Hills 
Princess No. 907464, who has an A. 
R. S. O. record of 743.1, Class B, with 
a five year average of 16,174.8 lbs. of 
milk and 544.1 lbs. of butterfat. She 
has dropped nine calves in twelve 
years, three of them heifer calves and 
six of them bull calves. Her oldest 
daughter has an A. R. S. O. record, 
(10 months) of 404.8, Class B. One of 
her oldest sons was used quite a bit 
in the herd and he sure left a good 
lot of daughters, in the herd. In fact, 
he was so good, that a Syndicate of 
breeders at Stoughton are now using 
him, as they were so well pleased 
with his daughters both as to type 
and their ability to pay at the pail. 
His son, Correction Fayne Champion 
658814, now is the senior sire and his 
first calves are now arriving in the 
most pleasing fashion. His dam has 
five consecutive records of 545.7 Ibs. 
of butterfat. 


The first herd sire purchased was 
Excetter Joe Homestead, sired by 
North Star Joe Homestead, and out 
of a 998-lb. cow. Excetter Joe Home- 
stead was a full brother to Hoesly 
Joe Homestead that All-American son 
of North Star Joe Homestead. Joe’s 
daughters proved themselves better 
both in type and production than their 
dams. He now has about thirty A. R. 
S. O. daughters. He was followed by 
Correction Fayne Prince, also son of 
“Old Sixty” that we spoke of. He 
was followed by a son of a 1,006.4 
butterfat record, daughter of Sir Bess 
Ormsby Lass. Great Home Ormsby 
De Kol 607778 daughters are now com- 
ing into milk, the only one that is 
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fresh has a 4.6% test so far. They 
have a total of some thirty daughters 
in the herd from him now, all the way 
from baby calves to two-year-olds. One 
of his sons is now being used as a 
herd sire, as they had the misfortune 
of losing the old bull himself. This 
youngest is Correction Ormsby Burke 
670200, and his dam has six consecu- 
tive records of over five hundred 
pounds of butterfat with an average 
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test of 4.53%. She has one daughter 
in milk with a two-year-old record of 
448.3 pounds of butterfat with a test 
of 4.3%. 

The summaries of the herd sires 
shows, probably, the most outstand- 
ing feature of the herd is the fact that 
every sire used, without exception, 
sired better producing daughters than 
their dams.

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Extension Work in Illinois

its existence or its work. Its purpose is to work in 
the interest of the breed and of the owners of registered 
Holstein cattle.

At the dawn of the depression the directors can- 
cluded to move the offices into a center of dairy popula- 
tion to reduce office costs and promote the activity of the 
Field Secretary. He attended to most of the correspond- 
ence, solicited memberships, attended to collections, 
visited herds and gave advice where it was desired, con- 
tacted sellers and buyers, supervised public sales, for 
which the association made a charge, and published a 
monthly bulletin which carried paid advertising. 

Our Field Secretary resigned in June of 1934 and since 
then all of the work has been carried on by our recording 
secretary, Howard Swanzey of Ridott, Illinois. He has 
received no salary. 

The association formerly derived its income from a 
minimum membership fee of $5.00 per year increasing, ac- 
cording to the number of cattle owned, and from per- 
centage charged for promoting private sales. We also re- 
ceived from the National Association 50c of each transfer 
fee originating in this state, with the understanding it was 
to be used for Extension work. The withdrawal of our 
part of the transfer fees had made it necessary to change 
our plans of operation. The National Association has taken 
over the Extension Work, with an entirely new program, 
included Herd Analysis. In the future our work will con- 
sist largely of educational programs and the promotion of 
cooperation and better breeding. 


Tie Illinois Holstein-Friesian Association was organ- 


Throughout the last six months of 1934 your directors 
met from time to time to discuss ways and means of con- 
tinuing the Association. Three committees, of three mem- 
bers each were appointed, representing different sections 
of the state. The reports of these committees were 
studied and co-ordinated and reported and adopted at the 
annual meeting in January 1935. 

The plan in operation is as follows: 


Annual Dues—$4.00 to members and associate 
members. Every member will be supplied with the 
Holstein-Friesian World under a special clubbing 
arrangement and the balance of the first dollar will 
be retained by the State Association for operating 
expense. 


$1.00 will be used for extension or promotional 
work by a committee on Extension, where they feel 
it will do the most good. The remaining $2.00 will 
revert to the County Association. If there be no 
county association where the membership fees 
originate the $2.00 will be held for that year, and 
returned if an association is organized and rec- 
ognized by the State Association during that year. 
If that fund is not so claimed it will revert to the

general treasury. This two dollars is to be used by 

the County Association for Extension work—and 

not to be turned back to the members. 

In addition to this, the National Association is 
allowing us $40.00 per month, until their annual 
meeting in June, 1935, which $40.00 per month must 
be used for Extension work. 

What is meant by Extension Work? In our case it 
means promotion of the interests of our members and of 
the breed. With our limited means it is obvious that the 
State Association cannot cover the state, except through 
cooperation with county associations. Though we were 
to have vast sums at our disposal we could provide no bet- 
ter plan than this. Through the State Society you will 
have a common cause, and in it you will join hands in 
discussion of your problems. The State Association will 
seek to establish new county association, and alone or 
conjointly with the National will suggest plans for organi- 
zation, programs to be carried out and work to be done 
in your respective districts. 

I believe it would be a good thing for the Extension 
department to have seven or more monthly programs for 
the county associations and request a report from them 
as to how the programs have gone over. Too often sub- 
jects are presented which are already worn out. When 
members do not assemble at the proper hour so that the 
program may be started promptly the association has then 
begun to slide down hill. My notion of good subjects to 
vresent during the year are such as these: 


1. A study of the bulls in your county and their progeny. 

2. Make drive after drive on the matter of better bulls. Never 
let up on this subject because it is a large part of the so- 
lution of better cattle and better prices. 

. Report on experiences with serological tests—individual or 
over areas. 

i er Crop problems—their soil preparation and machiner.; 
used. 

Soil treatment for different crops. 

Calf Club promotion. 

Breed promotion. 

Consideration of County Sales. 

. Consideration of bringing buyers and sellers together. 

. Consider method of expending your Extension money such 
as: Through Calf Club Channels, County Shows and Fairs, 
Premium for best Herd Test, Best Herd gain, Greatest 
progress in breeding, and for best cared for barn and herd.

If you will have your meetings once a month and let 
your business meetings be followed by reports on one or 
more projects and followed by a question box or experience 
meeting, I believe you will find increasing interest in your

Clemson College Dairy Barn

The newest ideas in milk produc- 
tion and sanitation, with real eco- 
nomy of construction, are typified in 
the recently completed dairy barn 
plant at Clemson Agricultural Col- 
Tege, South Carolina. The new plant, 
which replaces one burned February 
6, 1935, cost approximately $40,000, 
but so carefully have Professor J. P. 
LaMaster and his co-workers planned 
and watched its construction and so 
judiciously selected its equipment 
that it is conceded to be worth con- 
siderably more than its cost. 

The structures are of hollow 
with steel trusses to support a 
of asbestos shingles. The tile has 
rough texture for outside walls and 
glazed surface for inside. Doors are 
stéel, lined with asbestos, and win- 
dows are a splendid design Steel 
frame for proper ventilation. The 
only wood used is in the sheathing 
and the cornices. 

The central unit of the plant con- 
sists of a stanchion barn 153 by 40 
feet, with capacity for 75 cows. High- 
front mangers, metal partitions, and 
standard drinking cups are used. 
Cows face out to facilitate passage to

Connecting with this stanchion 
barn in U-shape are two wings each 
40 feet wide by 118 feet long. The 
east L contains 20 box stalls, steel 
construction, each with hay rack, 


manger, drinking cup, corkbrick floor, 
and drain. Ten of these stalls are 
used for cows at calving and for hos- 
pital purposes, the other 10 for test 
COWS. 

The west L, which is used entirely 
for storing and processing feed, is 
divided into two equal parts by a 12- 
foot driveway in which is located a 
20,000-pound capacity scales with load 
platform 28 by § feet. A 12-inch fire 
wall along the driveway extends two 
feet above the roof tor protection of 
the other section of the L. 

Two silos, also of hollow tile, 16 
feet in diameter and 56 feet high 
with twin-chute construction, connect 
with this wing. These have 250 tons 
capacity each. 

Milking Parlor A Feature 

In front of the main stanchion barn 
is the most interesting teature of the 
plant, a milking parlor of the same 
general construction as the barn. This 
is 32 by 69 feet, connected with the 
barn by passageways for cows to 
enter and depart for milking.

parlor itself, the milk-room, the 
sterilizing room, the machine room 
and a reception room. 

To enter the milking parlor cows 
pass from the stanchion through a 
covered way 16 feet long with electric 
tans to drive back flies. 

The cows enter the milking parlor 
into four stalls arranged in tandem to 
facilitate operation of the standard 
De Laval Combined Milking Machine 
of four units. Two 24-inch exhaust 
fans, one in each gable in the attic of 
the building, give thorough ventila- 
tion for the milking parlor and the 
entire milking building. In the front 
walls of the milking parlor is a plate 
glass window 41% by 32 feet, and 
there is a smaller plate glass window 
looking from the reception

room at 
the left into the parlor. These give 
visitors fine views of the milking 


process. 

Opening from the milking parior at 
the end opposite the reception room 
is the milk room 15 feet 


square, into 
which milk is released from the com- 
bine milker. Here it passes over a 
tubular cooler into a 300-gallon pas- 


teurizer and holding 
steel inside and out. 

The machine room, 17 by 17 feet, 
back of the milking parlor. is the puls- 
ing heart of the milking parlor build- 
ing and the several milk handling 
processes. A 20-horsepower automa- 
tie oil-burning boiler furnishes steam 
and hot water for the entire plant and 
power for the pumps. Here also are 
the milking machine pump which 
furnishes the vacuum for operating 
the milking machine. and « 1500-gal- 
lon brine tank which is kept at 12° 
Kk by thermostatic control. 

Flanking these new structures of 
the plant are a heifer barn on the 
right and a calf barn on the left, these 
being all of the plant that was saved 
from the fire. The heifer barn has a 
capacity of 44 heifers and 150 tons of

A creamery and milk depot occupy 
the basement of the dairy building on 
the immediate campus.

trace ancestry and production which now enable us to 
select our seed stock with some degree or assurance as to 
what we may obtain from it. 


It is also good business for men of the same occupa- 
tion to join hands in such an association as this to promote 
their general welfare, to arrive at mutual understandings, 
to adopt uniform methods, to exchange views, and to ex- 
tend a warm hand of good fellowship to their fellow 
breeders.

We must have in mind that in all businesses there are 


periods of prosperity. periods of drag and periods of de- 


pression. This has been the history of our own industry. 
When times are flush, interest is at its height. When 
excellent animals bring $500 to $10,000, and a bull calf 


sells for $196.000, evervone wants to breed that kind, but 
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when the pendulum swings in the opposite direction, inter- 
est lags, cheap seed stock is used and when the high mar- 
ket again arrives such breeders have nothing of quality 
to sell and have to start all over again with their projects. 


The spirit of this State Association has been one of 
“not for ourselves alone”. We are most interested in the 
every day farmer with the small herd. He is the one who 
has persistently stood out against the program of pure 
bred cattle and better bulls. He is the man willing to 
have high production, and needs it but it is not going to 
be dropped in his lap. He is the man whom we seek to 
teach the meaning of “Better Type” and also that he must 
be willing to pay better prices for his seed stock. He must 
learn to look into not only the immediate but the remote 
heritage of his animals and to buy from reliable sources. 


It is a notorious fact that in building industries and 
finance there is a period of slump about every seven 
years. It has also been observed that the Holstein in- 
dustry suffers a slump and a corresponding flush period 
about every fifteen years. Let us bear in mind that the 
T. B. test has taken its quota, that the abortion test has 
now been nationally undertaken and that the drought has 
taken its share of our dairy cattle. The dawn of high 
prices is likely upon us. It seems that this is an oppor- 
tune time for us to invest in better foundation stock. 


We have in Illinois far better cattle than our own 
breeders commonly believe. I know that breeders both 
large and small, are coming from leading dairy states 
to Illinois to buy their herd sires and yet our people feel 
that they must travel to distant regions to get real dairy 
stock. We should jealously guard the finances of our state 
and try to spend our money within its borders and en- 
courage those doing advanced work by buying from those 
at home. I am sure that you now understand the extent 
and importance of the work of the Illinois Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association. Everyone of you have profited by its 
efforts. We want you to become a member and enjoy all 
the benefits ‘it can give. We want you to organize county 
associations and attend their meetings.

tegardless of how caretully a dairy- 
man washes and scrubs the utensils 
used in handling milk, disease-produc- 
ing bacteria may remain. Visible dirt 
may not be present to announce the 
presence of bacteria, so health author- 
ities of many cities are demanding 
that utensils be sterilized before each 
time they are used. 

Chlorine sterilization using a hypo- 
chlorite is recognized as a safe, ef- 
ficient and easy method of obtaining 
germ-free utensils. It is approved by 
dairy inspectors, for hypochlorites, if 
of the proper strength, kill germs 
quicker than steam or scalding water.

Chem- 
ists have developed a hypochlorite in 
powder form that retains its strength. 
It is known commercially as HTH-15. 
It is adaptable to a number of uses 
about the dairy and is economical to 
use, 


Banostine Alcartra Norine, owned 
by E. L. Sweet, Belmont, Ont., is re- 
ported as completing a mature R. O. 
P. record of 929 lbs. fat from 27,483 
Ibs. milk. She will also be remem- 
bered as breaking the world’s record 
for four-year-olds on two-time milking 
last year with 910 lbs. fat, a record 
that still stands first in Canada and 
second in the world for heifers under 
full age. 


New York State will become a modi- 
fied accredited area during 1936, after 
17 years work in eradicating tuber- 
culosis from dairy cattle. This pro- 
gram was started in 1919. Nearly 50 
per cent of the cattle in the state were 
infected. During the course of this 
testing program, nearly 945,000 tuber- 
culous animals have been condemned 
and slaughtered at a cost, excluding 
administration, of $45,000,000 to New 
York State and $11,000,000 to the Fed- 
eral Government. At present, infec- 
tion is less than 1% and another year’s 
work is expected to make the state a 
modified accredited area containing 
less than one-half per cent of infec- 
tion. At the present time there are 
about 116,000 herds in New York State 
that are listed as full accredited, 39,000 
others that have passed either one or 
two clean tests. 


Cc. T. A membership in the U. S. A. 
on January 1, 1935, stood at 15,578, 
according to an announcement from 
the Department of Agriculture. T0 
the state of New Hampshire goes the 
honor of having the largest percen- 
tage of its herds in association work. 
Of the 1,910 herds of eleven cows OF 
more in this state, 220 or 11.5% are 
enrolled. 
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HOLSTEIN BREEDING SCHOOLS 
SUCCESSFUL 


The series of eight breeding 
schools conducted in the Minnesota, 
Northern Wisconsin, and Peninsula 
of Michigan territory were well at- 
tended and unanimously endorsed 
by the Holstein breeders attending 
as being the best thing that the 
county Holstein Associations, coop- 
erating with the state associations 
and National Association extension 
department, has done for the breed- 
ers in a long time. 

E. E. Heiser of our National Asso- 
ciation Extension Department was in 
charge of all the meetings and led the 
discussions which were well illus- 
trated with film strips. The meetings 
usually started in the morning at 
about 10 o’clock and held over until 
4 o’clock. In his talks “Ed” went into 
considerable detail as to the various 
factors involved in heredity and char- 
acter transmission in the breeding of 
cattle. Of particular importance to 
Holstein Breeders were the following 
facts: 1. Color factors in breeding 
Holsteins pure for black and white. 
2. Sex control. 3. Factors involving 
the production of twins. 4. Importance 
of in-breeding and line-breeding in 
bringing out the best in our Holsteins. 
5. Variations in the Milk and Fat pro- 
duction in a dairy herd and the fac- 
tors of Heredity, Care, Feeding, and 
Health which determine these varia- 
tions. 6. The importance of testing 
all the cows in a continuous testing 
program in order to know definitely 
what cows to keep for our brood 
cows, and prove our bulls for the 
transmission of proper milk and fat 
production as well as type and gen- 
eral usefulness. 


The first meeting in this series 
was held at University Farm, St. 
Paul, through the cooperation of J. 
B. Fitch, Head of the Dairy Depart- 
ment and K. A. Kirkpatrick and R. 
E. Freeman, County Agents of Hen- 
nepin and Ramsey Counties. Forty- 
eight attended, with the meeting 
starting at 11:00 a. m. and continu- 
ing until 5:00 p. m. 

The Olmsted County Meeting was 
held at Rochester, Minnesota, and 
local arrangements were cared for 
by Henry Mayo, county agent, and 
A. P. Dahlke, President, and Jim 
Henry, Secretary of the Olmsted 
County Holstein Breeders Associa- 
tion. A splendid noon luncheon was 
served by the club and the attend- 
ance at the luncheon and meeting 
was 32. Additional speakers appear- 
ing on this program were Ed Han- 
son, Dairy Extension Specialist, Wal- 
ter Schmidt, Secretary of Minnesota 
Holstein Breeders Association, and 
Robert Geiger, Holstein Fieldman. 


The Freeborn County Meeting was 
held at Albert Lea and 32 were in 
attendance. Local arrangements for 
this session were made by Willis 
Lawson, County Agent, and Carl 
Steele, President of the Steele 
County Holstein Breeders Associa- 
tion. Raymer Leighton, in charge 
of C. T. A. work in Minnesota also 
appeared on this program. 

The Steele County Meeting was 
held at Owatanna with 20 in at- 
tendance. The local committee co- 
operating in arrangements was made 
up of E. Strobel, county agent, and 
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Allbert Nielson, president of the 
Steele County Holstein Breeders 
Association. The last meeting in 
this series in Minnesota was held at 
Northfield through the cooperation 
of the Northfield Community Hol- 
stein Club, of which Bill Schilling, 
Jr., is president and Lowell Nelson 
of Carlton College Farms is secre- 
tary. Twenty-two breeders were in 
attendance at the noon _ luncheon 
and the meeting which started 
promptly after the lunch hour. 

The Barron County Wisconsin 
Meeting and luncheon was held at 
Barron and local arrangements were 
made by Glen Vergerante, county 
agent, and W. M. Gehler of Came- 
ron, president, and Fred Osterkamp 
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of Almena, secretary of the Barron 
County Holstein Breeders Associa- 
tion. Thirty-eight breeders and cow 
testers attended this meeting.

Some time ago, Editor Prescott sent 
me a letter and a leaflet gotten out 
by an enthusiastic Holstein breeder in 
Kansas that tells a most interesting 
story,—his leaflet is highly informa- 
tive as to the merit of Holstein milk, 
—the only objection,—not a serious 
one, is his mention in the heading of 
his able championship of Holstein 
milk the unneeded mention of another 
kind of milk. The heading: 

“All Medical Authority agrees That 

Holstein and Goat’s Milk 
Are The Best For Drinking Purposes.” 


Unless the writer and publisher of 
this leaflet raises goats and sells their 
milk, he has defeated a part of his 
argument, for after having done a 
splendid job in presenting his convinc- 
ing argument that Holstein milk is 





best. His only other mention of 
goat’s milk is,— 
“Goat’s milk is the only milk 
that equals Holstein milk for 
drinking—(The bold face are 


mine: Ed.) because it has small 
globules of butterfat and a soft 
curd. If you or your child has in- 
digestion, stomach or bowel trou- 
ble, try good, clean, pure Holstein 
milk a while and be convinced.” 
Isn’t this akin to a grocer who says, 
“T sell the best butter in the city, but 
my competitor across the way sells 
one equally good.” I query,—‘‘If one 


has a_ business, why advertise the 
other fellows?” 
Few people wholly agree with the 


spoken or written opinions of others. 
This fact is just what leads to infor- 
mative argument now and then. 
Kansas breeder has evidently done a 
splendid job in his territory for he 
says— 

“During over 30 years of breed- 
ing Holsteins in this territory that 
was strictly Jersey and Guernsey, 

I have built up our breed here by 

pointing out why Holstein milk is 

better than Jersey or Guernsey 
milk. The points I stress...”

and from here the writer goes on to 
enumerate the splendid qualities of 
our breed milk, and he does a mighty 
fine job of it. He then continues after 
his tenth point: 

“If those in authority in our 
Association will assemble all the 
above points on one leaflet they 
will then reach the human 
mothers with facts they can 
understand and thereby create 
added demand for these greatest 
of all dairy cattle. The mere 
statement that Holstein milk is 
best for cooking is not backed by 
facts, reason or common sense 
and is a waste of printer’s ink.” 


From the copy of a note written on 
an order blank to the Extension Serv- 
ice calling attention to the four leaf- 
lets recently gotten out,— 

“1. If you would Remain Beautiful,” 
“2. I Always Drink Milk,” “3. Doctors 
Recommend Holstein Milk,” ‘4. Cook 
With Milk,” I take it that he has ex- 
ceptions to this form of advertising, 
as I once had too, for he draws a line 
from Leaflet 3, to the note he has 
written upon the order blank,— 

Gentlemen: Please send me 

Leaflet 3. I missed seeing that 

one. None of the others appeal 

to me—nor would they appeal to 
you if you were using Jersey or 

Guernsey milk “because they do 

not point out the why of those 

claims. No. 3 touches the real 
point I hope.’ 

It is very easy to see and under- 
stand this point of view, particularly 
in my own instance, who in principle 
at least, was like him. I, too, wanted 
the whole world to know about the 
good points of Holstein milk. I be 
lieved in it,—that I knew them,—but 
there are so many good points that 
it is almost impossible to find a busy, 
overworked mother who would be 
willing to read a lengthy leaflet, to 
say nothing of the several excellent 
pamphlets and booklets gotten out in 
the past by the Association. 


I have been forced to change my 
mind and opinion as to this matter,— 
both by mothers and other would-be 
users of milk, as well as expert copy 
writers of every conceivable type of 
merchandise advertised who long ago 
learned the true meaning of the old 
adage, “Brevity is the Soul of Wit.” 
Personally, I plead guilty to the fact 
that I am one of many who do not 
know how to be brief. 

For this reason alone,—subcons- 
ciously more times—given an oppor- 
tunity to read a lengthy statement of 
qualities,—the reader won’t do it. 
The advertisement copy writer prac- 
tically says: “Split up ideas; give 
them out in short, snappy portions. 
Give readers some credit for intelli- 
gence—they’ll get your points.” 

Again, on the face of it, is does seem 
just a bit silly to advise people 
women usually—that they may gain 
or retainn—Oh! Oh! My goodness, 
NOT “gain,” ‘“‘retain” is the word that 
will sell milk,—“retain beauty;” that’s 
it. But ye gods and little fishes, it 
sure gets their attention. Think not? 
Open up your radios as to what makes 
women  beautiful,—even we men 
(apparently) can be made magnets 
for beautiful women. 


Arguments along these lines are 











somewhat like announcing Christmas 
surprises you have prepared for the 


wife, sweetheart or the boy or girl. 
Usually you don’t tell them the sur- 
prise immediately,—you lead up to 
it—which makes the result all the 
more effective. 

On the other hand, I take it, that 
the leaflets proposed by the Extension 
Service are also intended to be a sort 
of guide,—a series of suggestions for 
you or me to better when they are 
not just to our liking. 

Enclosed with the letter from the 
Kansas breeder were several leaflets 
which he has written his comment 
upon. Take the one, “Cook With 
Milk:” 

“You'll have better luck with 
Holstein Milk, because cooking 
and baking in no way destroys 
its nutritive aualities.” 

Our good friend by means of pen 
cil says this “Good Luck” is nonsense. 
This is argumentive. One often goes 
rather far afield for points intended 
to argue. In this case, I’m not sure 
that he is right. Personally I have had 
both Jersey and Guernsey breeders 
gay, “I’ll admit, there is something in 
Holstein milk that makes its splendid 
taste.” Heretofore we have pointed 
out, in our opinion, why this is so. To 
me, it’s a good leaflet. It suggests bet- 
ter—more appetizing food when pre- 
pared with milk. That’s the point. It 
suggests the idea that the reader use 
‘more milk for cooking. Now who 
cares so very much as to whether the 
milk he produces is going to be drunk, 
used to cook with or served as beauty 
baths, so long as he has no surplus 
milk and his returns are profitable? 


Whether the other leafiet enclosed 
doesn’t meet with his approval at all, 
or based upon the fact that it bears 
no pencil marks whatever, he 
approves what the chemist said in his 
answers to a few questions. However, 
and honestly, as Editor Prescott 
wrote to me,—‘there is a good deal of 
virtue in (our breeder’s) his remarks.” 
I certainly agree in this. The real fine 
thing about our breeder’s comments, 
together with the copy of the leaflet 
published by him, is that he is one of 
only too who is studiously thinking 
and planning for Holstein Milk bet- 
terment. 


WIMBLEDON BULLS TO NEW 
YORK 


Wimbledon Farms, Annapolis, Md., 
report the sale of three outstanding 
young bulls to breeders in New York 
State. One buyer was the First Ul- 
ster County Bull Association, who se- 
lected their second Wimbledon bull, 
this one being a grandson of Calamity 
Nig, famous 1,327-lb. fat producer. 
His dam is the Nig daughter owned 
by Wimbledon, who recently finished 
with over 700 Ibs. fat as a junior 
three-year-old in Class B. A ma- 
ternal brother to this bull, now owned 
by Mooseheart in Illinois, was out 
with the Wimbledon show herd this 
year and won first at Maryland State 
Fair, Trenton and Reading as well as 
second at Illinois and third at Eastern 
States. The sire of the Ulster 
County bull is a double grandson of 
May Walker Ollie Homestead, being 
by Sir Bess Ormsby May and from 
the twice All-American, May Walker 
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Inka Segis. His five nearest dams 
have records averaging over 1,000 lbs. 
fat. 

Another New York buyer was Jesse 
Deyo, New Paltz, N. Y., who took a 
son of Carnation Emperor from a blue 
ribbon daughter of Sir Inka May that 
is making a nice Class B record at 
Wimbledon and the second dam is a 
daughter of Matador Segis Ormsby 
with over 920 lbs. fat. Mr. Deyo has 
one of the outstanding herds of East- 
ern New York, making a herd average 
of 534.9 lbs. fat from 15,282 lbs. milk, 
which is less than three pounds under 
the highest average in the state. 

The third buyer was H. W. Samson

Michigan’s U. P. State Fair 


By RUSSELL E. HORWOOD, Extension Dairyman, Michigan State College 


If dairy shows are going to contin- 
ue, they must be made educational. 
The management of the Upper Pen- 
insula State Fair of Michigan real- 
ize this and have put forth every ef- 
fort to make their show educational 
and through the show influence the 
- development of sound dairy principles 
in this territory. They are appealing 
to the mass of breeders rather than 
a few individuals, and they are suc- 
cessful as shown by the fact that 141 
herds were represented by animals in 
the show, of which 60 were Holstein. 
The management is working upon the 
principle that doing as well as seeing 
is far valuable to the dairyman than 
just spending a day at the show 
where observation alone is the only 
medium of education. The sixty Hol- 
stein exhibitors showed 174 head, of 
which 39 were bulls, 90 pure bred fe- 
males and 45 were grades. Of this 
number 45 were exhibited by 4-H 
Club members. 


Testing for production is recog- 
nized as an important medium for de- 
veloping practical dairy herds. To 
encourage testing, some money was 
set aside to recognize animals exhib- 
ited that were on test at the time of 
the Fair in Dairy Herd Improvement 
Associations or Herd Improvement 
Registry systems of testing. Five dol- 
lars was allowed for each cow with 
over 500-pound butterfat record, $4.00 
for each cow with 400 to 500-pound 
butterfat record, and $3.00 for each 


cow with from 300 to 400-pound but- 
terfat record. Two dollars was al- 
lowed for each cow on test for the 
first time which had not completed 
the record but indicated that she 
would make 300 pounds of butterfat 
during the year. Twenty-eight Hol- 
stein cows qualified for this recogni- 
tion, seven with records of over 500 
pounds of butterfat, nine with rec- 
ords between 400 and 500 pounds, 
eight with records between 300 and 
400 pounds, and four with incom- 
plete records that would make well 
over 300 pounds of fat at the end of 
the year. This recognition has already 
encouraged eighteen additional herds 
to take up testing work and more are 
expected to start in the near future. 


The management of the Fair and 
the Dairy Department of Michigan 
State College have again sponsored 
a special educational exhibit. A Hol- 
stein herd owned by Fisher Brothers 
of Crystal Falls, was used, and a spe- 
cial tent was set up on the ground 
where the herd was exhibited. This 
exhibit emphasized the importance of 
proved sires and testing in herd im- 
provement work. Daughters of three 
proved bulls were shown in this ex- 
hibit from this herd. Four daughters 
of Ryanwood King of Midway 4016847, 
six daughters of Pabst De Kol Cre- 
ator Tobe 406995, and three daugh- 
ters in production, with several addi- 
tional heifers, of Pabst Crusader Pon- 
tiac Duke 618734 were exhibited. In

several cases three generations of 
animals could be traced through this 
group. The herd was on test for the 
tenth year, with only one lapse and 
that the second year after testing 
started. This exhibit shows what a 
practical farmer can do through the 
use of good methods. It was visited 
by a great many people and much fav- 
orable comment was heard regarding 
it. 

The Fair gave a banquet, following 
the judging, complimentary to herd 
owners in testing work whose herds 
averaged over 300 pounds of butter- 
fat. A set of milk scales was pre- 
sented to each of the three highest 
herds in the small, medium and large 
sizes, two of which went to Holstein 
breeders, Carl Rye of Wallace, and 
Charles Saleusky of Menominee. One 
hundred and seventeen dairymen at- 
tended this banquet and meeting. An 
unusual feature of this banquet was 
the illustrated talk by Jack Nisbet of 
Hoard’s Dairyman, whose _ services 
were secured through the assistance 
of the Fair management. Mr. Nisbet, 
in a very dramatic and colorful way, 
tore down many of the old ideas re- 
garding a breeding program, and then 
in a forceful manner presented the 
principles which dairymen must fol- 
low in breeding practical herds to- 
day. 

Educational work was also featured 
in the show ring. Prof. F. W. Atke- 
son of Kansas, who judged for the 
first time at this show, won the re- 
spect of the Holstein breeders from 
the first. He gave the exhibitors many 
practical suggestions, and pointed out 
some new educational features for the 
Fair management to work into future 
shows, which were appreciated. 

The Newberry State Hospital of 
Newberry, Mich., had an outstanding 
exhibit at the Fair under the direc- 
tion of Neil Eicher. This state-owned 
herd did not compete in the open 
classes at the show. All of the ani- 
mals exhibited were sired by their 
herd sire which is a son of Ideal and
